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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose an apparatus comprising elements being configured as recited 
in the claims. Specifically, none of the prior art teaches or fairly suggests the following 
features in combination with the other limitations of the claims: 

a. For claim 1 , Sinh (US Patent No. 5,220,21 2) teaches a latch circuit (Figure 
1) receiving an inverting input signal (as shown), non-inverting clock signal (101), 
an inverting clock signal (shown in Figure 2), and a common mode control signal; 
and producing a non-inverting output signal and an inverting output signal but 
fails to teach the first, second, third, fourth, fifth, and sixth transistors connected 
as claimed. 

b. For claim 10, Leifso et al (US Patent Application Publication No. 
2003/0193355) teaches a latch circuit for differential input signals comprising: a 
first latch portion (130) and a second latch portion (132), each latch portion 
comprising: a differential input with an inverting input (Dn) and a non-inverting 
input (Dp); a differential output with an inverting output (Qn) and a non-inverting 
output (Qp); a control input which determines a threshold for the input signals 
such that when the input signal is larger than the threshold, the output latch is in 
a HIGH logic state and in a LOW state when the signal is smaller than the 
threshold; one of the outputs of the first latch portion (Qn) is coupled to the input 
of the second latch portion having opposite polarity (Dp); but fails to teach that 
one of the outputs of the second latch portion is coupled t one of the inputs of the

first latch portion having opposite polarity and a differential input signal to the 
latch circuit is coupled to one of the inputs of the first latch portion and to the 
input of the second latch portion having an opposite polarity.
